Well, it might be hard to make this tube work as poorly as the WD11. All of 
the first generation triodes had spectacularly low Mu. 


My RCA RC-30 says the 11 (which I presume is the WD11) has a 
transconductance of 440. Hmm, the 1T4 has a transconductance of 700 to 900 
as a pentode. No idea what it would be as a triode. 


No question the interelectrode capacitances would be different. Any set 
that used neutralization with the WD11 would need to be re-neutralized. 
(But did the WD11 have enough gain to ever NEED netrualization?! )
